To  The  Board  of  Selectpersons : 

We  have  made  a  study  and  evaluation  of  the  system  of  internal  accounting 
control  of  the  Town  of  Chester  at  June  30,  1984.   Our  study  and  evaluation 
was  conducted  in  accordance  with  standards  established  by  the  American 
Institute  of  Certified  Public  Accountants. 

The  management  of  the  Town  of  Chester  is  responsible  for  establishing  and 
maintaining  a  system  of  internal  accounting  control.   In  fulfilling  this 
responsibility,  estimates  and  judgements  by  management  are  required  to 
assess  the  expected  benefits  and  related  costs  of  control  procedures.   The 
objectives  of  a  system  are  to  provide  management  with  reasonable,  but  not 
absolute  assurance  that  assets  are  safeguarded  against  loss  from  unauthorized 
use  or  disposition,  and  that  transactions  are  executed  in  accordance  with 
management  's  authorization  and  recorded  properly  to  permit  the  preparation 
of  financial  statements  in  accordance  with  generally  accepted  accounting 
principles . 

Because  of  inherent  limitations  in  any  system  of  internal  accounting  control, 
errors  or  irregularities  may  occur  and  not  be  detected.   Also,  projection 
of  any  evaluation  of  the  system  to  future  periods  is  subject  to  the  risk 
that  procedures  may  become  inadequate  because  of  changes  in  conditions,  or 
that  the  degree  of  compliance  with  the  procedures  may  deteriorate. 

Our  study  and  evaluation  disclosed  the  following  conditions  in  the 
system  of  internal  accounting  control  of  the  Town  of  Chester  at  June  30, 
1984,  which,  in  our  opinion,  result  in  more  than  a  relatively  low  risk 
that  errors  or  irregularities  in  amounts  that  would  be  material  in  re- 
lation to  the  financial  statements  may  occur  and  not  be  detected  within 
a  timely  period. 
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General  Fund 

Duties  and  Responsibili tes 

All  officials  and  employees  should  have  the  duties  defined  by  some  form  of 
a  manual.   This  would  assist  in  fixing  responsibilities,  eliminating  am- 
biguities and  providing  for  an  efficient   system  of  control. 

Surety  bonds 

The  State  of  New  Hampshire  requires  certain  Town  employees  and  elected 
officials  to  be  bonded.   Once  bonded,  a  copy  of  the  surety  bond  must  be 
sent  to  the  Department  of  Revenue  Administration  for  their  approval.   The 
surety  bonds  for  the  fiscal  year  end  have  not  been  sent  or  approved. 

It  is  recommended  that  copies  of  the  bonds  be  sent  for  approval  as  soon 
as  possible. 

Expenditures,  Receiving  and  Accounts   Payable 

During  the  course  of  the  audit  it  was  noted  that  upon  payment  of  in- 
voices they  were  not  properly  cancelled.   In  addition,  the  approval  or 
acknowledgement  of  the  items  received  were  not  always  signed  by  the 
appropriate  official/department  head. 

We  suggest  that  a  rubber  type  stamp  be  purchased  to  be  used  to  cancel  and 
show  approval  for  all  invoices  where  applicable.   Procedures  should  be 
typewritten  and  distributed  to  all  department  heads  for  noticication.   It 
should  also  be  signed  by  the  selectmen  for  proper  authorization. 

We  also  observed  that  gas  slips  for  the  Police  and  Fire  Departments  were 
not  attached  to  statements  for  support  documentation.   These  slips  should 
be  attached  to  the  applicable  statement  for;  authorization,  signature, 
vehicle  type  and  existence  purposes  in  the  future. 

Accounts  payable  and  encumbrances  should  be  recorded  by  the  Town  when 
reports  are  issued.   Depending  on  the  nature  and  amount  of  the  payables 
and  encumbrances  it  could  lead  to  a  distortion  of  the  financial  data 
being  reported. 

It  being  understood  the  Town's  officials  are  very  cost  conscious,  they 
should  discuss  the  development  of  a  system  of  accounting  for  payables 
and  encumbrances.   The  additional  information  provided  would  be  reflected 
in  the  expenditure  accounts.   This  would  update  the  accounts  and  the  re- 
view of  actual  versus  budgeted  can  be  more  accurately  acted  upon.   Such 
procedures  would  also  comply  with  generally  accepted  accounting  principles 
applicable  to  governments  for  using  the  modified  accrual  basis  of  ac- 
counting . 

Accounts  Receivable 

Receivables  have  not  been  recorded  by  the  Town  in  the  past  but  should  be 
to  provide  accurate  financial  data.   The  same  principles  that  apply  to 
accounts  payable  and  encumbrances  also  apply  to  receivables  as  mentioned 
above . 

Property  and  Equipment 

The  Town  does  not  maintain  records  of  general  fixed  assets  such  as  prop- 
erty and  equipment  with  a  life  expectancy  exceeding  one  year.   The  re- 
cording of  fixed  assets  would  fulfil  the  need  to  provide  for  physical 
dollar  value  control,  and  establish  accountability  for  general  government 
capital  expenditures  over  the  year. 
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With  the  recording  of  fixed  assets,  the  related  depreciation  could  be  deter- 
minded  on  an  annual  basis  for  the  purpose  of  measuring   total  cost  of  gov- 
ernmental services  and  evaluating  the  efficiency  of  programs. 

Long-term  Debt  Accounts 

It  has  not  been  a  practice  of  the  Town  to  record  its  debt  obligations  as  a 
separate  fund  for  accounting  purposes.  This  fund  would  provide  for  annual 
debt  service  funding  as  well  beginning  and  ending  debt  balances. 

This  is  a  generally  accepted  accounting  principle  and  recommend  that  this 
fund  be  used  for  future  financial  reporting. 

Review  of  Insurance  Coverage 

The  insurance  coverage  on  equipment,  vehicles  and  Town  owned  properties 

has  not  been  reviewed  or  appraised  by  a  qualified  individual  or  insurance 

agent. 

It  is  recommended  that  the  selectmen  review  the  insurance  policies  as  to 
the  coverage  and  compare  the  coverage  against  reported  appraised  values 
on  all  Town  properties.   This   would  insure  proper  dollar  value  coverage 
was  being  provided  through  insurance. 

Other  Funds/Accounts 

We  observed  that  the  Town  treasurer  has  been  in  control  of  the   Dr.  James 
Brown  fund.  Town  of  Chester  bequest  and  the  Edwards  Mill  fund.   These 
accounts  should  be  in  custody  of  the  Trustees  of  Trust  Funds  and  not  with 
the  Town  treasurer.  ( 

Please  refer  to  the  trust  fund  and  agency  account  account  caption  for 
policy  provisions. 

Trust  Funds 

Dual  signatures  should  be  maintained  over  all  investment  type  documents 

securing  the  funds  for  the  Town  and  protecting  the  trustees  accordingly. 

The  savings  passbooks,  certificates  of  deposit  and  safe  deposit  box  have 
single  signatures  on  their  authorization  cards.  For  proper  internal  ac- 
counting control  for  safeguarding  assets,  a  dual  signature  system  should 
be  implemented. 

Issuing  1099 's 

Any  individual  working  for  the  Town  of  Chester,  Town  Cemetery  Fund  or  other 
commission  who  earns  in  excess  of  $600.00  during  the  calender  year,  must 
be  issued  a  1099. 

The  Town  selectmen  should  inform  all  other  commissions  working  within  the 
Town,  that  1099 's  for  1984  must  be  issued  before  February  1st  of  the 
following  year. 

Police  Department 

The  Police  Department  receives  funds  from  pistol  permits,  issuing  accident 
reports  to  insurance  companies  and  contributions  from  citizens  and  busi- 
nesses; they  also  disburse  funds  for  police  expenses. 

Pursuant  to  RSA  41:29  duties:   "The  Town  treasurer  shall  have  custody  of  all 
monies  belonging  to  the  Town,  and  shall  payout  the  same  only  upon  order  of 
the  selectmen".   It  is  recommended  that  the  police  department  turn  over 
the  unexpended  balance  in  the  checking  account  to  the  treasurer  including 
all  future  monies  received.   The  police  department  should  increase  their 
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annual  budget  to  cover  all  added  expenses,  being  disbursed  from  this 
checking  account. 

Any  questions  relating  to  the  above  management  letter  will  be  discussed 
in  detail  upon  request.   We  look  forward  to  serving  you  in  the  future.

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BUDGET  ADVISORY  COMMITTEE  REPORT 

This  committee  has  met  several  times  over  the  past  months  with  all  of 
the  individuals  responsible  for  both  the  Town  operating  budget  and  capital 
expenditures.   We  worked  with  the  individuals  to  utilize  either  a  zero- 
based  budget  or  to  justify  expenditures  within  the  budget.   We  were  reason- 
ably successful  in  this  attempt  and  as  a  committee  we  intend  to  further 
implement  this  process  in  the  next  year.   Following  is  a  list  of  our 
recommendations  on  the  monetary  items  within  the  Town  budget: 

Article  12:   Administrative  Assistant  -  $12,000. 

This  committee  recognizes  that  a  qualified  part-time  person  would  in 
fact  both  generate  funds  for  the  Town  and  trim  expensive  operating  expenses, 
therefore  this  committee  recommends  that  the  monetary  portion  of  this 
article  be  adopted. 

Article  15:   Land  Survey  -  $125,000. (also  $125,000.  per  annum  for  9 
years) 

Article  number  40  addresses  and  rectifies  this  situation  in  time  at 
no  cost  to  the  Town.   This  article  15  is  entirely  without  merit  and  should 
not  be  passed.   The  committee  is  unanimous  in  this  opinion. 

Article  16:   Police  Department  -  $59,974. 

Prior  year  appropriation  was  $40,000.   This  is  an  increase  of  $19,974. 
or  507o.   A  majority  of  the  budget  committee  is  of  the  opinion  that  $13,000. 
of  this  increase  is  not  justifiable  and  therefore  it  is  recommended  that 
this  article  be  reduced  to  $46,874. 

Article  24.   Town  Road  Maintenance  $105,000. 

Prior  year  appropriation  was  $75,000   after  eliminating  $30,000  for 
special  road  reconstruction.   The  increase  is  $30,000  or  407».   The  budget 
as  presented  to  this  committee  was  unable  to  justify  $25,000  of  the 
increase.   There  were  not  any  excess  reconstruction  items  presented.   The 
committee  recommends  this  article  be  reduced  to  $80,000.   ($47,500  for 
winter  and  $32,500  for  summer.) 

Article  26:   Town  Garage  Addition  -  $15,000. 

It  is  the  opinion  of  the  committee  that  due  to  the  condition  of  the 
existing  building  and  location,  this  expenditure  cannot  be  justified.  We 
recommend  this  article  be  rejected. 

Article  37:   Mossman  Property  Purchase  -  $240,000. 

This  is  a  one-time  opportunity  for  the  Town  to  purchase  acreage  in 
the  center  of  Town.   A  public  hearing  has  been  held  and  we  urge  the 
Townspeople  to  vote  their  preference. 

It  is  the  unanimous  opinion  of  the  budget  committee  that  all  other 
monetary  articles  are  justified  and  we  recommend  acceptance  of  these  in 
the  total  amount  of  $327,245.

potential  threat  to  human  health  or  the  environment  when  improperly  treated 
stored,  disposed  of,  or  otherwise  mismanaged;  or  has  been  identified  as  a 
hazardous  waste  by  the  bureau  of  hazardous  waste  using  the  criteria 
established  under  RSA  147-A.   Such  wastes  do  not  include  radioactive  sub- 
stances that  are  regulated  or  controlled  by  the  Atomic  Energy  Act  of  1954, 
as  amended  as  defined  in  the  State  of  New  Hampshire  Division  of  Public 
Health  Sewers  Solid  Waste  Rules. 

3.  Eligible  Persons:   No  person  shall  deposit  solid  waste  at  the  Town 
dump  except  residents  of  Chester  or  commercial  collectors  depositing  waste 
collected  within  the  Town  of  Chester. 


4.  Hours:  No  person  shall  deposit  solid  waste  at  the  Town  dump 
except  during  regular  hours  of  operation  or  with  the  express  permission  of 
the  dump  operator  or  other  authorized  official. 

5.  Hazardous  Waste:   No  person  shall  deposit  any  form  of  hazardous 
waste  at  the  Town  dump  unless  a  designated  receptable  for  it  is  provided  by 
the  Town. 

6.  Separate  Dumping  Areas:   The  dump  operator  or  other  authorized 
official  shall  extablish  separate  dumping  areas  for  such  types  of  waste  as 
are  required  or  deemed  convenient,  including  but  not  limited  to  brush  for 
burning;  demolition  debris;  bulk  metal;  putrescible  matter;  stumps;  and 
tires . 

7.  Authority  of  Dump  Operator:   All  persons  shall  obey  the  lawful 
instructions  of  the  dump  operator  or  other  authorized  official  with 
respect  to . separation  of  waste  into  designated  categories;  bagging  waste 
to  prevent  litter;  dumping  of  waste  at  designated  areas;  traffic  circula- 
tion and  other  phases  of  operation  of  the  dump. 

8.  Penalties  for  Violations:  Any  person  violating  this  ordinance 
shall  be  subject  to  revocation  of  dump  privileges  and,  upon  conviction, 
may  be  fined  in  an  amount  not  to  exceed  $1,000.00. 

9.  Effective  Date:   This  ordinance  shall  take  effect  upon  passage. 

Article  43.   To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  enact  the  following  ordinance: 

1.  Purpose:   The  purpose  of  this  ordinance  is  to  implement  and 
enforce  the  House  Numbering  System  adopted  by  the  Town  at  the  1983  annual 
meeting. 

2.  Administration:   The  building  Inspector,  under  the  direction  of 
the  Board  of  Selectmen,  shall  administer  and  enforce  this  ordinance. 

3.  Number  Plates:   The  building  inspector  shall  provide  each  owner 
or  occupant  or  residential  or  business  premises  with  number  plates  dis- 
playing the  number  assigned  and  shall  direct  each  such  owner  and/or 
occupant  as  to  the  placement  of  such  plates  to  ensure  visibility  from  the 
highway . 

4.  Owner  and  Occupant's  Responsibility:   Each  owner  and/or  occupant 
shall  thereafter  be  responsible  to  display  the  assigned  number  plates  in 
the  prescribed  location  and  manner. 

5.  Penalty:   Any  person  who  violates  this  ordinance  by  failing  to 
display  number  plates  as  required  shall  be  subject  to  a  penalty  of  up  to 
$1,000.00  for  each  offense,  the  amounts  so  collected  to  be  paid  to  the 
general  fund  of  the  Town. 

6.  Enforcement:   The  Town  may  also  enforce  this  ordinance  by  any 
other  appropriate  legal  action. 

7.  Effective  Date:   This  ordinance  shall  take  effect  upon  passage. 

Article  44.   To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  save  any  employee,  board 
member  or  officer  of  the  Town  harmless  for  loss  or  damage  to  him  while 
acting  within  the  scope  of  his  employment  or  office  all  as  provided  in 
RSA  31:  105. 

Article  45.   To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  authorize  the  Selectmen  to 
sell  at  public  auction  any  real  estate  acquired  by  the  Town  at  a  Tax 
Collector's  sale,  provided  however,  that  instead  the  Selectmen  may  reconvey 
such  real  estate  to  the  taxpayer  or  their  heirs  and/or  devisees  at  their 
discretion  if  they  deem  it  advisable. 


Article  46.  To  see  If  the  Town  will  vote  to  authorize  the  Selectmen  to 
sell  surplus  Town  equipment  at  public  auction  or  by  sealed  bids. 

Article  47.   To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  authorize  the  Selectmen  to 
make  application  for,  to  receive  and  to  spend  in  the  name  of  the  Town,  such 
advances,  grants-in-aid,  or  other  funds  for  Town  purposes  as  may  now,  or 
hereafter  be  forthcoming  from  Federal,  State,  local  or  private  agencies 
that  would  be  of  benefit  to  the  Town. 

Article  48.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  authorize  the  Selectmen  to 
borrow  money  in  anticipation  of  taxes. 

Article  49.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  authorize  the  Selectmen  to 
allow  a  discount  of  17o  on  all  property  taxes  paid  within  ten  days  after 
mailing  of  property  tax  bills. 

Article  50.   To  transact  any  other  business  that  may  legally  come  before 
said  meeting.

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SELECTMEN'S  REPORT 

This  past  year  saw  the  continuation  of  the  upgrading  of  systems  and 
space  within  the  Town  Hall. 

The  handicapped  access  ramp,  while  not  complete,  is  well  on  the  way 
to  being  finished. 

The  heating  system  for  the  office  areas  has  been  improved  to  allow 
for  heating  the  basement  rooms  being  planned  for  the  Police  Department. 

Another  fire-proof  file  cabinet  has  been  purchased  for  use  in  the 
Town  Clerk's  office. 

We  have  continued  to  attempt  to  update  the  tax  maps  to  comply  with 
the  current  RSA  and  you  will  note  that  the  voters  will  have  a  warrant 
article  on  that  subject  to  address  at  this  year's  Town  Meeting. 

The  Town  books  are  now  being  audited  on  an  annual  basis  by  a  pro- 
fessional auditing  firm  whose  recommendations  are  now  being  implemented. 

With  the  additional  land  acquired  at  the  disposal  site,  we  now  have 
the  buffer  zone  required  by  the  State.   Also,  we  now  have  an  accurate 
survey  of  the  disposal  site  and,  in  addition,  we  now  have  an  accurate 
layout  of  the  Ches ter /Raymond  town  line  in  the  area  of  the  landfill. 
The  monitoring  wells  will  hopefully  be  installed  this  summer  and  another 
requirement  of  the  State  will  be  completed.   Effective  Saturday,  July  6, 
1985,  the  disposal  area  hours  will  be  changed  to  8:00  Am.  to  2:00  P.M.  - 
Saturdays  only.   This  schedule  will  be  in  effect  year  round.   This 
schedule  change  is  due  to  the  State  requirement  that  wast  cannot  be  left 
uncovered  overnight.   Additionally,  we  have  been  working  with  the  Tri- 
County  Solid  Waste  Management  District  to  arrive  at  a  contract  with 
Citizens  Vicon  to  allow  us  to  dispose  of  our  solid  waste  at  the  new  Trash 
to  Energy  plant  in  Manchester  when  our  landfill  can  no  longer  be  used. 

Work  on  the  Post  Office  to  correct  the  roof  problems  has  been  com- 
pleted and  the  outside  painting  is  in  the  process  of  being  completed.  New 
upstairs  windows  are  being  installed  where  needed.   New  hand  railings, 
as  required  by  the  Postal  Inspectors  have  been  installed. 

Arrangements  have  been  made  with  the  State  for  the  design  and  con- 
struction of  the  new  bridge  over  the  Exeter  River  on  Fremont  Road,  but  it 
appears  actual  construction  is  still  some  two  years  away. 

The  Selectmen  have  been  able  to  negotiate  an  option  with  Mr.  Charles 
Mossman  for  his  property  adjacent  to  the  Town  athletic  fields  and  cemetery. 
A  warrant  article  to  exercise  this  option  will  be  presented  at  this  year's 
Town  Meeting.   We  strongly  feel  that  the  passage  of  this  warrant  article 
will  be  the  last  chance  for  the  townspeople  to  avail  themselves  of  the 
opportunity  to  obtain  this  land  for  future  expansion  of  Town  facilities. 
If  the  townspeople  feel  that  at  any  time  in  the  future  this  land  will  be 
needed  by  the  Town,  then  we  strongly  urge  you  to  vote  for  this  proposal.

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REPRESENTATIVE'S  REPORT 

Every  year  in  Chester  is  a  busy  year,  but  1984  had  two  additional 
features,  which  made  it  super-busy.   It  greatly  pleased  me  to  participate, 
in  a  small  way,  as  a  member  of  the  "Gary  Aramini  Support  Group";  it  was 
a  never  to  be  forgotten  moment  when  Gary  achieved  his  goal  of  jogging 
coast  to  coast,  at  Hampton  Beach  on  August  27th.   Again,  in  a  small 
way,  I  worked  with  the  Chester  Fire  Department  in  the  celebration  of 
the  50th  anniversary  of  its  founding  in  1934;  my  part,  to  be  in  charge 
of  the  dedication  of  the  monument  to  "all  who  served",  and  to  secure  a 
commendation  from  the  Govenor  of  New  Hampshire , for  a  half -century  of 
outstanding  service.   Being  a  part  of  these  events  deeply  impressed  me, 
to  note  the  will  and  ability  of  people  from  many  walks  of  life  to  work 
together  in  pursuit  of  a  common  goal. 

As  you  did  in  1974,  you  again  elected  me  to  represent  you  in  the  1984 
Constitutional  Convention,  and  you  re-elected  me  to  serve  an  8th  term  in 
the  state  legislature.   Among  the  bills  I  sponsored  in  the  1985  session 
is  one  which,  if  enacted  into  law,  whould  prove  of  great  value  to  all 
New  Hampshire  fire  departments,  as  it  would  provide  funds,  not  from  the 
public,  but  from  fire  insurance  companies,  for  the  training  of  fire 
service  personnel.   In  line  with  my  practice  of  seeking  guidance  from 
the  residents,  I  asked  your  feelings  about  the  observation  of  Memorial 
Day,  should  it  continue  to  be  observed  on  May  30th,  or  should  it  be  changed 
to  the  "4th  Monday  in  May"?   Of  those  who  responded  to  my  note  in  the 
Derry  News,  the  great  majority  said  "don't  fix  it". 

In  Chester  I  continue  to  serve  as  the  Chairman  of  the  Highway 
Safety  Committee  (7th  year),  and  as  the  Clerk  of  the  "House  Numbering 
Committee".   To  advise  residents  of  "what  to  do",  "where  to  dine"  and 
"where  to  bike",  I  distributed  copies  of  "N.  H.  Events  and  Attractions", 
N.  H.  Lodging  and  Dining  Guide"  and  maps  of  "N.  H.  Bicycle  Paths". 
The  6th  annual  "Band  Concert  on  the  Lawn"  was  held  at  White  Pines  College, 
and  was  well  attended;  a  similar  event  is  scheduled  for  July,  1985. 

It's  always  interesting  to  look  back  to  yesteryear.   From  the  Town 
Report  of  1963,  my  first  of  7  years  as  a  Selectman  of  Chester;  on  the 
cover  is  a  photo  of  our  new  "Howe"  fire  truck.   Exactly  20  years  later, 
the  cover  of  the  1983  Town  Report  shows  a  picture  of  our  new  "Pierce" 
fire  truck.   Both  the  "Howe"  fire  truck,  and  myself,  are  still  in  service, 
in  Chester,  we  make  things  last!

I  want  to  at  this  time  thank  all  individuals  and  committees  that  made  it 
a  great  success. 

The  department  recognizes  the  work  of  the  House  Numbering  Committee 
as  great  steps  forward  in  rendering  emergency  service  as  well  as  delivery 
of  packages.

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TOWN  FOREST  WARDENS  AND  STATE  FOREST  RANGER  REPORT 

Our  first  forest  fire  prevention  law  was  enacted  by  our  State 
Legislature  90  years  ago.   This  early  law  set  in  place  a  cooperative 
forest  fire  prevention  and  suppression  effort  between  city  and  town 
governments  and  State  government.   It  simply  stated  that  no  open  fire 
could  be  kindled,  when  the  ground  is  free  of  snow,  without  the 
written  permission  of  the  town/city  Forest  Fire  Warden.   This  law  also 
stated  tliat  anyone  kindling  a  fire  without  written  permission  shall  be 
liable  for  the  damage  caused  and  subject  to  a  $1,000.00  fine. 

During  the  past  90  years,  this  law  has  worked  so  well  that  it  has 
remained  unchanged.   All  open  fires  when  the  ground  is  not  covered  with 
snow  must  be  authorized  by  the  local  Forest  Fire  Warden.   Persons 
kindling  a  fire  without  a  permit  when  one  is  required  are  liable  for 
damages  caused,  fire  suppression  costs  and  subject  to  a  $1,000.00  fine. 

This  cooperative  fire  prevention  law  has  contributed  significantly 
to  our  nationally  recognized  annual  forest  fire  loss  record.

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REPORT  OF  THE  CHESTER  HIGHWAY  SAFETY  COMMITTEE 

The  Chester  Highway  Safety  Committee  met  seven  times  during  1984; 
all  meetings  were  publicized  in  the  Chester  column  of  the  "Derry  News", 
and  through  notices  on  local  bulletin  boards.   The  public  is  always 
we Icome . 

There  has  been  a  significant  drop  in  the  number  of  children  who 
walk  to  school;   for  the  period  September  through  December,  1983,  2,563 
pupils  crossed  Rt.  102,  during  the  same  period  in  1984  only  1,812 
youngsters  crossed  the  intersection.   We  can  only  attribute  this  decline 
to  the  fears  of  parents,  who  do  not  want  their  children  to  walk  alone, 
for  good  reason,  on  the  open  highways.   Marie  Clement  and  Betty  Roberts 
continue  to  carefully  watch  the  children  when  they  cross  Rt.  102. 

There  were  54  motor  vehicle  ace idents /co 1 1  is  ions  in  1984,  greatly 
exceeding  25  in  1983.   A  part  of  the  increase  may  be  attributed  to  the 
population  growth  in  Chester  and  the  surrounding  towns,  which  has  re- 
sulted in  a  higher  density  of  vehicles  on  the  state  highways  and  town 
roads  in  Chester.   A  careful  review  of  the  accidents,  to  determine  their 
causes,  reveals  the  same  reasons,  year  after  year.   Drowsiness  at  the 
wheel,  driving  too  fast  for  road  conditions,  failure  to  heed  double 
yellow  lines,  "yeild"  and  "stop"  signs,  carelessly  backing  out  of  drive- 
ways, and  the  usual  "DWI"s. 

We  have  publicized  and  encouraged  the  use  of  seatbelts  and  child 
restrainers,  and  we  have  again  posted  "tips  for  safer  winter  driving" 
in  public  places. 

A  "bicycle  safety  clinic"  (6th)  was  held  in  May,  a  practice  "emergency 
school  bus  evacuation"  was  held  shortly  after  the  start  of  school  in 
August:  on  New  Year's  Eve,  in  an  effort  to  reduce  instances  of  DWI  on 
the  highways,   the  Safety  Committee  offered  free  coffee  and  donuts  in 
Town  Hall,  (not  at  town  expense)  to  passing  motorists.   Traffic  was  very 
light  through  Chester  on  New  Years  Eve,  and  there  were  no  takers  for  the 
free  snacks. 

The  Chairman  has  sought  assistance  from  Gov.  Councillor  Louis 
Georgopoulos  and  Sen.  William  Bartlett,  to  try  to  expedite  action  on  the 
project  to  straighten  Route  102  at  the  Chester/Raymond  town  line;  this 
is  a  million  dollar  plus  project,  and  requires  constant  imploring, 
needling  and  prodding,  which  is  just  what  we  intend  to  do. 

We  are  always  open  to  ideas  which  will  improve  highway  safety, 
write,  phone  or  drop  in  to  our  meetings.

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REPORT  OF  HOUSE  NUMBERING  COMMITTEE 


The  Numbering  Committee,  established  by  vote  of  the  Town  Meeting  of 
1983,  will  complete  the  task  of  installing  metal  stakes,  with  reflect- 
orized  number  plates  attached,  at  all  Chester  residences,  places  of 
business,  etc.  by  the  31st  of  March,  1985.   This  includes  the  affixing 
of  two  number  plates  on  each  stake  on  Derry  Road  to  assure  easy  vis- 
ibility from  both  the  Chester  and  the  Derry  side  of  the  stakes.   All 
other  roads  in  the  town  have  the  numbers  facing  the  direction  from 
which  emergency  vehicles  would  approach. 

The  Town  Meeting  of  1983  appropriated  $3,750.00  for  the  House  Numbering 
Project.   A  grand  total  of  $3,859.24  was  actually  expended,  the  over- 
age being  caused  by  the  additional  numbers  on  the  Derry  Road  and  the  new 
houses  built  after  the  original  order  for  numbers  was  placed. 

As  of  April  1,  1985,  the  House  Numbering  Committee  will  go  out  of 
existance.   All  future  requests  for  new  and  replacement  stakes  and 
numbers  will  be  handled  by  the  Building  Inspector  and  the  costs  will  be 
included  in  the  building  permits.

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REPORT  FROM  THE  CHESTER  PUBLIC  LIBRARY 

The  Library  has  entered  the  electronic  age.   Book  orders  are  no 
longer  typed  in  alphabetical  order,  by  title  and  publisher.   Now  the 
"ROSE"  does  the  work  via  the  telephone.   Let  me  introduce  Rose,  it  is 
a  hand  held  electronic  device  about  the  size  of  a  calculator  with  as 
many  buttons.   Rose  stands  for  remote  ordering  system.   The  book 
ordering  numbers  are  punched  into  the  Rose,  I  usually  order  forty 
books  at  once  but  any  number  no  matter  how  large  or  small  is  accepted. 
Then  the  Rose  is  connected  to  the  telephone  and  an  800  number  is 
dialed.   The  voice  from  the  computer  sounds  like  an  electronic  monster, 
it  says,  "Please  send."   Then,  "Message  Received."   Next  day  mail 
brings. a  print-out  of  the  order.   A  week  later  the  books  are  delivered 
by  express  from  the  Brodart  Pub.  Co.   A  great  time  saver.   Come  to  the 
library  and  meet  Rose. 

Seven  thousand  and  thirty-eight  books  were  issued  this  year.   Two 
thousand  four  hundred  and  thirty  six  were  issued  to  the  children.   One 
hundred  and  four  books  were  borrowed  from  the  State  Library  to  supply 
our  patrons  with  needed  materials  that  we  did  not  have. 

The  Book  of  Knowledge  Encyclopedia  Issued  in  1984,  has  been  added  to 
the  collection  of  non-fiction  for  our  Junior  High  students.   It  replaces 
the  1984  edition  that  was  given  to  us  because  it  had  one  book  missing! 
Never  mind,  we  made  good  use  of  it.   The  new  edition  is  appreciated  and 
made  possible  by  the  library's  generous  benefactor,  Ruth  N.  Ray. 

The  display  case  for  changing  exhibits  is  on  your  left  as  you  enter 
the  library.   Our  displays  change  with  the  holidays  or  seasons  or  at 
the  whim  of  the  librarian.   May  we  borrow  your  hobby  or  small  collect- 
ables  sometime?   If  a  numismatic  or  a  philatelic  lives  in  the  town 
please  offer  your  collection  for  a  display.   The  case  is  kept  locked 
at  all  times.   The  display  case  was  given  in  memory  of  Edward  J.  Murphy, 
Library  Trustee  from  1970-1982.   The  Trustees  hosted  a  Dedication 
Ceremony  and  the  first  display  were  things  depicting  events  in  the  life 
of  Mr.  Murphy. 

The  Friends  of  the  Library,  provide  many  extras  that  we  otherwise 
would  be  unable  to  handle.   They  meet  monthly  and  have  very  interesting 
programs,  both  men  and  women  attend.   They  manage  the  Story  Hours  and 
the  Reading  Club  for  school  age  children  during  the  summer.   They  also 
provide  the  brightness  of  decorations  that  go  along  with  the  holidays. 
There  is  a  need  for  more  members.   We  could  use  your  help  to  start  a 
book  discussion  group,  and  out  of  that  a  recommendation  list  for  the 
book  ordering  department.   We  need  to  reach  shut-ins  with  good  liter- 
ature.  Do  you  write  poetry,  or  appreciate  poetry,  or  have  a  poem  book 
that  you  can  donate  to  the  library?   The  poetry  committee  would  like  to 
hear  from  you.   Sign  up  to  be  a  member  of  FRIENDS  at  the  library. 

The  Trustees  hold  monthly  meetings  to  discuss  the  ways  and  means 
of  the  library.   They  are  very  supportive  of  the  extra  activities. 
Their  encouragement  is  appreciated  by  the  librarian  and  the  members  of 
FRIENDS  group.   They  see  that  the  grounds  and  building  are  maintained 
in  the  way  that  Mrs.  Ray  would  approve. 

New  books  given  as  gifts,  usually  in  memory  of  another  person,  make 
a  lasting  tribute  and  will  be  used  far  into  the  future,  thirty  two  were 
provided  this  past  year.   Thank  you  all  very  much. 
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I  wish  to  thank  Mrs.  Balk  for  her  time  and  talent  that  she  so  gen- 
erously shares  with  the  library,   Mrs.  Melvin  Balk  is  starting  her  third 
year  as  a  paid  staff  member.   She  enjoys  working  with  the  students  and 
understands  their  requests  for  help  because  Judy  is  also  a  substitute 
teacher.   Mrs.  Balk  and  Dr.  Balk  are  both  thanked  for  the  gift  of  two 
different  sets  of  books  that  they  donated,  as  well  as  two  magazine 
subscriptions . 

As  you  know,  this  report  covers  the  past  year.   The  following  para- 
graph is  an  invitation  to  come  to  the  library  on  June  13,  1985. 

Gary  Aramini  is  going  to  present  the  Library  with  the  American  Flag 
that  flew  over  the  Capital  on  August  26,  1984.

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VILLAGE  CEMETERIES  REPORT 
1984-85 

Due  to  a  combination  of  circumstances,  i.e.  rising  costs,  and 
declining  interest  rates,  the  Village  Cemeteries  can  no  longer  depend 
entirely  on  the  proceeds  of  "perpetual  care"  trust  funds  to  completely 
maintain  the  cemeteries. 

RSA  289:6  states  in  part  that  the  "town  must  raise  and  appropri- 
ate sufficient  funds  -  to  provide  for  suitable  care  and  maintenance  of 
the  public  cemeteries  within  its  confines".   Irregardless  of  statute, 
to  not  do  so  would  reflect  poorly  on  the  character  of  Chester  as  a  town, 

With  an  anticipated  expenditure  of  $3,365.00  for  1985-86,  and  an 
anticipated  income  from  trust  funds  of  $2,500.00  for  that  period,  we 
will  have  a  balance  of  $865.00  which  should  be  raised  by  the  town. 

It  should  be  noted  that  the  budget  figure  given  is  for  general 
maintenance  only,  and  does  not  include  monument  repairs  or  large  scale 
grading,  both  of  which  need  to  be  done. 

The  extensive  monument  repairs  needed  are  due  to  "vandalism"  - 
a  term  inadequate  to  describe  what  has  occurred.   The  grading  should 
be  done  in  order  to  reduce  the  maintenance  time  now  required. 

The  same  statute  quoted  above  advises  that  the  town  "provide 
and  maintain  around  all  such  cemeteries  a  good  and  sufficient  fence, 
and  to  supply  the  same  with  necessary  gates".   This  would  mean  running 
such  fence  between  the  cemetery  and  the  ballfield  to  the  southeast, 
and  othertown  land  on  the  northeast.   While  not  eliminating  the 
"vandalism",  it  would  make  it  more  difficult  and  apprehension  of  the 
perpetrators  easier.

During  the  past  year,  the  Planning  Board  continued  its  normal  sub- 
division review  process,  as  well  as,  continued  work  on  the  Master  Plan, 
Capital  Improvements  Program  and  prepared  two  proposed  changes  to  the 
Chester  Zoning  Ordinance. 

In  conjunction  with  the  work  on  the  Master  Plan,  a  soils  study  of 
Chester  was  conducted  by  the  U.  S.  Department  of  Agriculture,  Soils  Con- 
servation Service.   The  results  of  this  study  have  been  completed  and  a 

scale  map  showing  locations  of  various  soil  types  in  Chester  has 
been  prepared.   The  Southern  New  Hampshire  Planning  Commission  (SNHPC) 
has  completed  work  on  most  of  the  remaining  maps  which  will  be  used  in 
the  Master  Plan,  including  interpretive,  as  well  as,  existing  feature 
maps.   The  SNHPC  has  also  completed  several  studies  including  a  cultural 
survey  which  was  used  to  identify  areas  suitable  for  historic  preserva- 
tion and  also  useful  in  providing  information  on  existing  land  use.   The 
Planning  Board  itself  has  compiled  results  of  the  Attitude  Survey  sent 
out  in  1984.   These  results  will  provide  a  base  line  for  judging  Chester's 
attitudes  on  land  use  management.   In  conjunction  with  the  Attitude 
Survey,  a  Citizens  Advisory  Committee  was  established  in  March  by  the 
Board.   This  Citizens  Advisory  Committee  will  assist  the  Board  with  long 
range  planning  goals  which  must  be  addressed  in  the  Master  Plan.   The 
Citizens  Advisory  Committee  was  divided  into  several  subcommittees.   Each 
subcommittee  has  as  its  primary  responsibility  to  study  one  aspect  on 
long  range  planning  for  the  Master  Plan.   The  Board  has  also  compiled 
information  on  current  Town  characteristics  such  as  types  of  land  use, 
population  densities,  economic  development  and  status  of  various  future 
trends  which  may  develop  based  upon  current  growth  and  development 
patterns.   With  the  help  of  the  SNHPC  and  the  people  of  Chester,  we 
anticipate,  that  the  Master  Plan  will  be  substantially  complete  by  the 
statutorily  imposed  deadline  of  January  1,  1986. 

The  Board  has  also  prepared  two  proposed  changes  to  the  Chester 
Zoning  Ordinance  which  may  be  voted  upon  at  the  Town  meeting  of  May  14, 
1985.   The  first  proposed  change  to  allow  multi-family  housing  will 
address  Chester's  need  to  provide  a  realistic  opportunity  for  low- 
moderate  income  housing  in  Chester.   This  proposed  change  is  in  response 
to  recent  Court  decisions  which  have  stated  that  Town  zoning  should 
provide  a  realistic  opportunity  for  development  of  low-moderate  income 
housing  in  order  to  address  local,  as  well  as,  regional  needs.   The 
second  proposed  change  is  a  temporary  growth  management  ordinance  which, 
if  approved  by  the  voters,  will  expire  at  the  next  Town  Meeting.   This 
temporary  ordinance  will  give  Chester,  and  in  particular,  the  Planning 
Board  time  to  finish  the  Master  Plan  and  Capital  Improvements  program, 
as  well  as,  assess  and  absorb  the  current  growth  experienced  during  1984 
and  expected  during  1985.   It  will  also  give  the  Board  an  opportunity  to 
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fully  consider  what  Chester's  and  the  regional  housing  needs  are  and  how 
they  may  best  be  addressed.   It  will  also  give  the  Town  time  to  expand 
to  meet  expanding  demands  for  Town  services. 

As  your  Board,  we  feel  that  citizen  involvement  is  the  key  to 
rational  and  reasonable  land  use  management.   The  Board  wishes  to  thank 
the  many  people  who  have  taken  the  time  and  interest  to  serve  on  the 
Citizens  Advisory  Committee  and  attend  public  hearings  on  the  Board's 
proposed  zoning  changes.   However,  the  Board  never  has  enough  citizen 
involvement  and,  therefore,  if  you  feel  that  you  have  the  desire  and 
time  to  assist  the  Board  in  shaping  the  future  of  Chester,  please  con- 
tact any  member  of  the  Board  for  information  on  how  you  may  help  us.

Chester's  membership  in  the  Southern  New  Hampshire  Planning 
Commission  provides  the  Selectmen  and  the  Planning  Board  with  access 
to  a   variety  of  extremely  cost-effective  staff  services  that  are 
available  to  help  them  deal  with  nemerous  planning  and  planning- 
related  concerns. 

Staff  services  rendered  under  the  Commission's  local  assistance 
program  consists  of  (1)  those  which  the  Commission  believes  are  im- 
portant enough  to  warrant  a  general  notification  of  all  member 
communities  and  (2)  those  which  are  specifically  requested  by  municipal 
officials  in  accordance  with  locally-determined  priorities. 

Local  assistance  services  provided  to  the  Town  of  Chester  during 
the  past  year  included: 

.  Provided  the  Planning  Board  with  guidelines  concerning  new 
statutory  requirements  pertaining  to  the  scheduling  and  notice 
of  public  hearings  on  proposed  amendments  to  the  zoning  ordin- 
ance and/or  building  code  in  preparation  for  the  May,  1985 
annual  Town  Meeting;

EDWARDS  MILL  REPORT 

In  August,  1984,  a  renewed  effort  to  restore  one  of  the  Town's 
historic  Land  marks,  "Edwards  Mill"  was  begun.   Assessing  what  needed  to 
be  done,  it  became  apparent  that  control  of  North  Pond  water  flow  was 
the  first  essential  step  in  the  project. 

Work  was. underway  in  late  August  on  the  North  Pond  Dam  and  completed 
late  last  Fal 1 . 

Clean  up  of  the  Edwards  Mill  site  and  removal  of  the  water  wheel 
and  associated  equipment  was  done.   Access  to  both  the  front  and  back 
of  the  dam  have  been  installed  so  that  repair  of  the  main  dam  and 
restoration  of  the  Mill  pond  may  be  accomplished  in  1985.   Time  permitting, 
construction  of  the  Mill  building  is  planned  for  late  1985-86.

Rockingham  County  Community  Action  Program,  Inc.  is  a  private,  non- 
profit agency  which  has  been  dealing  with  the  needs  of  low-income  people 
since  1965.   Our  activities  are  of  two  kinds:   (1)  those  directed  at 
serving  immediate,  individual  needs,  and  (2)  those  designed  to  involve 
communities  in  developing  solutions  to  meet  the  specific  needs  of  their 
local  areas. 

As  an  anti-poverty  agency,  Community  Action  addresses  the  needs  of 
the  low-income  community  by  providing  direct  services,  mobilizing  com- 
munity resources  and  encouraging  people  to  advocate  on  their  own  behalf. 
Our  outreach  efforts  are  conducted  primarily  through  Community  Action 
outreach  centers  located  in  Portsmouth,  Seabrook,  Raymond  and  Salem. 

While  the  goal  of  Community  Action  remains  constant,  the  specific 
services  offered  vary  somewhat  from  year  to  year  in  accordance  with  local 
needs  and  the  availability   of  funding.   The  program  offered  to  Rockingham 
County  residents  during  the  past  year  include  the  following: 

1.   FUEL  ASSISTANCE  PROGRAM 


Description:   The  Fuel  Assistance  Program  provided  a  financial  grant 
of  up  to  $500.00  to  income-eligible  households  during  the  1983-84 
winter  to  assist  with  energy-related  expenses.   Severe  hardship 
recipients  also  qualified  for  up  to  $150.  of  additional  aid  through 
a  supplemental  fuel  assistance  program. 

Key  to  report:   The  top  figure  represents  the  number  of  households 
served;  the  botton  figure  represents  the  dollar  value  of  grants  pro- 
vided to  recipients. 

WEATHERIZATION  PROGRAM 

Description:  The  Weatherization  Program  provides  quality  materials 
and  a  trained  staff  to  weatherize  homes  of  income-eligible  individ- 
uals in  order  to  reduce  heating  costs  and  conserve  energy. 

Key  to  report:  The  top  figure  represents  the  number  of  households 
served;  the  bottom  figure  represents  the  cost  of  materials,  labor, 
equipment  and  travel. 

HEAT  SOURCE  REPAIR  PROGRAM 

Description:   The  Heat  Source  Repair  Program  provides  for  the  repair 
or  replacement  of  furnaces  and  heating  units  for  low-income  home- 
owners . 

Key  to  report:   The  top  figure  represents  the  number  households 
served;  the  bottom  figure  represents  the   cost  of  labor  and  materials, 

HOME  REPAIR  PROGRAM 

Description:   The  Home  Repair  Program  provides  home  repair  work  not 

covered  by  the  Weatherization  Program  such  as  major  roof  repairs, 

foundation  repairs  and  minor  structural  repairs  for  low-income  home- 
owners . 

Key  to  report:  The  top  figure  represents  the  number  of  households 
served;  the  bottom  figure  represents  the  cost  of  labor  and  materials. 
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FAMILY  DAY  CARE  PROGRAM 

Description:   Family  Day  Care  offers  a  number  of  services  to  parti- 
cipating, private  family  day  care  providers,  including  training, 
assistance  with  state  licensing,  sponsorship  of  the  USDA  Child  Care 
Food  Program  and  a  referral  service  to  families  in  need  of  day  care. 

Key  to  report:   The  top  figure  represents  the  number  of  units  of 
service  provided  (one  unit  equals  one  full-time  slot  for  a  twelve- 
month period);  the  bottom  figure  represents  the  cost  for  providing 
meals  to  children  in  Family  Day  Care  homes,  based  upon  a  rate  of 
$38.66/child/month. 

HEAD  -  START 


Description:   The  Head  Start  Program  offers  a  comprehensive,  early 
childhood  development  program  designed  to  meet  the  need  of  low-income 
and  handicapped  children  and  their  families. 

Key  to  report:   The  top  figures  represent  the  number  of  children  en- 
rolled in  the  Head  Start  Program,  followed  by  the  number  of  units  of 
service  provided  (one  unit  equals  one  child  for  one  month);  the  bottom 
figure  represents  the  cost  of  providing  Head  Start  services,  based 
upon  a  rate  of  $269 . /chi Id/month . 

7.  WOMEN,  INFANTS  AND  CHILDREN  (WIC)  PROGRAM

Monies  are  used  for  rental  assistance,  mortgage  assistance, 
food  purchases,  as  well  as  non-food  supplies  for  Soup  Kitchens  and 
Food  Pantries. 

Key  to  report:  The  top  figure  represents  the  number  of  families 
who  received  assistance;  the  bottom  figure  represents  the  dollar 
value  of  grants  provided  to  recipients. 

9.   CENTER  SERVICES 


Description:   Center  Services  include  a  wide  range  of  services  offered 
by  the  outreach  center  personnel  such  as  information  and  referral, 
advocacy,  direct  client  assistance  and  crisis  services. 

Key  to  report:   The  top  figure  represents  the  number  of  calls  or 
visits  made  to  the  outreach  center  during  the   year,  excluding  the 
visits  made  to  apply  for  the  Fuel  Assistance  Program;  the  botton 
figure  represents  an  estimate  of  the  value  of  providing  the  partic- 
ular services  needed  by  each  individual  client.

The  Derry  VNA  has  a  long  proven  record  of  serving  participating  com- 
munities with  professional  excellence  and  human  caring.  Services  are  of- 
fered under  three  major  areas  as  follows. 

ACUTE  CARE  SERVICES  including  acute  nursing  ,  physical 
therapy,  occupational  therapy,  speech  therapy,  home  health 
aide  services,  and  other  specialized  services. 

DAILY  SUPPORT  SERVICES  including  maintenance  nursing, 
homemaker  services,  home  health  aide  services,  respite  care, 
chore  services,  in  home  day  care,  and  other  specialized 
services . 

HEALTH  PROMOTION  SERVICES  including  well  child  clinics, 
immunization  clinics,  expectant  parents  classes,  new  born 
visits,  senior  health  clinics,  public  screening  services, 
health  promotion  classes,  home  visits,  and  other  services.

The  agency  has  a  strong  commitment  to 
helping  the  elderly,  the  sick,  and  the  handicapped  to  maintain  their 
independence  and  dignity  at  home  as  long  as  feasible,  in  the  most  cost 
effective  manner  possible,  as  well  as  providing  health  promotional  ser- 
vices to  children  and  adults.

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CENTER  FOR  LIFE  MANAGEMENT 
REPORT  TO  THE  TOWN  OF  CHESTER 

The  Center  for  Life  Management  exists  to  help  individuals,  families 
and  organizations  solve  problems  and  fulfill  their  human  potential  through 
the  use  of  innovative  problem  solving  techniques.   In  a  professional  and 
confidential  atmosphere,  the  Center  offers  assistance  in  the  form  of 
counseling,  education,  medical  services,  program  development  and  refer- 
rals.  The  professional  staff  tailors  their  approach  to  meet  each  indi- 
vidual client's  needs. 

The  Center's  services  and  programs  are  offered  in  a  variety  of  set- 
tings:  our   own  offices  in  Derry,  Salem  and  Windham,  business  and  in- 
dusfeL-y,  hospitals,  schools,  other  organizations  and  agencies,  and  homes 
throughout  Southern  New  Hampshire.   We  have  grown  in  sensitivity  and 
sophistication.   Our  new  office  and  headquarters  in  the  Salem  Pro- 
fessional Park,  and  our  new  office  at  the  Central  Commons  Building, 
Derry,  were  designed  to  protect  each  client's  privacy  and  provide  com- 
fort. 

Professionals  at  the  Center  share  a  common  philosophy  and  comple- 
ment each  other's  areas  of  expertise.   The  diversity  of  highly  creden- 
tialed  professionals  and  services  is  a  response  to  the  widely  varied 
needs  of  the  clients  served.   Depending  upon  the  nature  and  severity  of 
the  client's  concerns,  one  or  a  team  of  professionals  provide  immediate, 
goal-oriented  problem- -solving  assistance. 

ASSESSMENT  AND  STABILIZATION  SERVICES 

The  first  contact  with  the  Center  is  a  meeting  with  a  highly  trained 
assessment  counselor.   By  phone  or  in  person,  the  conversation  with  the 
counselor  is  private  and  confidential.   Individuals  may  be  referred  to 
the  Center  or  call  the  Center's  24  hour  Emergency  Service.   In  either 
case,  clients  will  reach  a  professional  trained  in  helping  people  ident- 
ify their  problems. 

The  Assessment  staff  first  determines  if  the  Center  is  the  best 
source  of  help  for  the  individual.   The  counselor  then  recommends  the 
program  or  service  which  will  be  most  beneficial.   The  Emergency  Service 
is  staffed  24  hours  a  day  by  a  clinically  trained  specialist.   Each  year 
the  Center  refers  hundreds  of  callers  to  the  appropriate  assistance. 
The  clinicians  respond  to  serious  crises  with  immediate,  personal  at- 
tention, and  the  professional  staff  conducts  crisis  intervention  training 
programs  for  police,  medical  personnel  and  community  groups. 

Those  who  require  hospitalization  receive  attention  and  treatment 
at  a  number  of  local  hospitals.   Hospitalization  is  a  last  resort  and 
every  effort  is  made  to  minimize  the  length  of  stay. 

The  Assessment  and  Stabilization  Services  staff  works  closely  with 
area  police  departments,  probation  officers.  Welfare  Departments  and  the 
medical  community.   The  program,  which  is  certified  by  the  American 
Association  of  Suicidology  as  a  suicide  prevention  and  crisis  inter- 
vention program,  is  one  of  26  in  the  United  States  and  one  of  four  in 
New  England. 

INDIVIDUAL  AND  FAMILY  SERVICES       ' 


Every  year  more  than  1200  individuals  benefit  from  Individual  and 
Family  Services.   The  program  provides  individual,  family  and  marital 
treatment  including  counseling  and  therapy,  group  treatment,  a  medication 

70 


clinic,  psychological  testing  services,  consultation  with  community  groups 
and  24  hour,  seven  day  a  week  emergency  help. 

Individuals  who  experience  problems  with  alcohol  or  drugs  receive 
assistance  from  program  specialists  who  provide  education,  detoxifi- 
cation, treatment,  family  support  and/or  referral  to  area  hospitals. 
The  staff  consults  regularly  with  police,  schools,  courts  and  community 
agencies . 

Help  with  personal  problems  related  to  aging,  support  to  family 
members  of  aging  persons  and   consultation  with  nursing  homes,  senior 
citizen  groups,  hospitals  and  other  human  service  agencies  are  provided 
by  trained  clinicians.   Homebound  individuals  receive  professional  assist- 
ance in  their  homes. 

EDUCATION  AND  TRAINING 

The  professionals  at  the  Center  realize  that  increased  knowledge  and 
understanding  of  life-coping  skills  help  promote  wellness.   Last  year 
the  Center  expanded  its  Education  and  Training  Services  and  provided 
workshops,  seminars  and  lectures  to  schools,  business  and  industry, 
community  organizations  and  other  human  service  agencies.   The  programs 
are  designed  to  help  individuals,  families  and  organizations  cope  with 
concerns  before  they  require  professional  assistance. 

Topics  discussed  are  tailored  to  meet  the  needs  of  each  specific 
group  and  may  include  parenting,  substance  abuse,  time  management, 
weight  management  and  stress  management. 

WINDHAM  INN 

Developing  self-confidence,  restoring  an  independent  life  style  and 
helping  individuals  relearn  the  skills  needed  for  daily  living  are  the 
goals  at  the  Windham  Inn.   The  program  offers  a  positive  alternative  to 
hospitalization  for  some  individuals.   For  others  it  provides  a  trans- 
ition to  the  community  after  a  period  of  hospitalization. 

Clients  with  longstanding  emotional  disability  who  need  ongoing  and 
consistent  involvement  in  a  treatment  program  use  the  services  at  the 
Windham  Inn  to  maintain  and  improve  their  life  coping  skills.   These 
individuals  often  need  to  learn  or  relearn  skills  which  expand  their 
ability  to  cope  and  grow. 

For  all  program  participants,  Windham  Inn  becomes  a  community  of 
people  who  care  and  grow  through  their  involvement  with  others.   The 
Windham  Inn  provides  a  supportive,  family  atmosphere  in  which  social, 
self-care,  communication  and  work  skills  can  be  relearned  and  practiced. 
In  this  environment  clients  can  regain  their  self-confidence. 

The  services  of  the  Windham  Inn  include  comprehensive  assessment 
by  a  team  of  professionals;  individual,  group  and  family  treatment 
(counseling  and  therapy);  medication  evaluation  and  supervision  and 
instruction  as  to  its  effect;  socialization  and  work  readiness  pro- 
grams; life  skills  training;  transitional  employment  in  part-time  and 
partially  supervised  settings  in  private  business  and  industry; 
therapeutic  camping  program;  placement  and  supervision  in  community 
housing  facilities;  and  ongoing  supportive  counseling  and  job  place- 
ment assistance. 
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BEHAVIORAL  MEDICINE 

The  Center  strives  to  provide  emotional,  intellectual  and  physical 
wellness  by  teaching  the  principles  and  techniques  of  life  management  and 
problem  prevention.   A  review  of  literature  in  both  medicine  and  psych- 
ology suggest  that  virtually  all  states  of  health  and  disease  are  in  some 
degree  related  to  behavior. 

The  Behavioral  Medicine  Services  are  designed  to  complement  tradi- 
tional medical  treatment.   Using  a  variety  of  innovative  techniques  in- 
cluding biofeedback  and  desensitization,  program  specialists  develop 
individual  treatment  programs  for  clients  with  various  problems  including 
headaches  and  muscle  tension,  chronic  pain,  high  blood  pressure,  weight 
problems,  insomnia,  panic  attacks  and  anxiety.   Each  client's  condition 
is  assessed  to  determine  the  most  effective  treatment  techniques.   The 
procedures  are  designed  to  modify  behaviors  that  adversely  affect  physical 
health  and  well-being.
